Article 1. — We, the undersigned 
citizens of Montgomery County Ken 
tucky believing fn the doctrines auc 
traditions of Democratic government 
and desiring to. unite our energies and 
coustaut efforts with the work of the 
Democratic Party, in our State and 
County, hereby declare our purpose to 
do so by the organization of of this 
The Young Men's Montgomery Coun- 
ty Democratic Club. 

Article 2. — The object of this or- 
ganization will be at all times to keep 
down strife and differences that may 
arise anions: members of the party, to 
support aud assist the nominees of the 
party and to aid in every w»y to se- 
care their election, to conduct a cam- 
paign of education ou Democratic 
principles, »o procure Democratic 
speakers and distribute Democratic 
literature among the people. 

Article 3 — All voters of Montgom 
ery Conuty who desire to affiliate 
with^the Democratic party and ex- 
press a determination to do so shall be 
eligible to membership in this club 
and may become members by" signing 
this constitution. 

Articlo 4 —The officers of this club 
shall be a President, a Vice-President 
from each voting precinct in the 
County, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

Article 5.— The full control and 
management of the affairs of this Club 
shall Be vetted In an Executive Cdm- 
mlttee which shall consist of the Presi- 
dent' and Vice-President of this Club, 
any five of whom shall -constitute a 
quorum for all purposes. The Presi- 
dent shall be chainruui of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Article "0 — All ofljeors' shall be 
elected by the 'members of the Club 
'for a period of one year, except that 
the officers first olectod under this con- 
stitution, upon its organization shall 



hold office until the first Saturday in 
August 1896* when their successor shall 
be elected.- All vacancies in office 
diall be filled by the Executive Com 
tnittee until the next annual election. 

Article 7 —The regular sessions of 
this Club shall be on the first and 
third Saturdays in the months of 
Angust, September and October in 
each year, at 2 o'clock p. m. at the 
Coutt-House.

Then I grow hitter, because I know 
that while naturally Kittio liked mo 
best of tho two at tho same timo 
sho was worldly minded like her fa- 
ther, tho old man Gorman, and felt 
Pirot was a hotter match on account 
of his river claim, whilu I wasn't 
much account, from a ready money 
point of view. Then of course I had 
a fallin out with Pirot about nothin 
in partio'lar on tho surface, as I can 
recollect of.

I movod out of tho shake cabin to an

"Next day 1 started off before sun 
op on my regular trip with tho mail 
for Brown Boar and Itoundout.

things up and make it awkward for 
for I wasn't Tery handy even jet 



with them long Norwegian snow- 
shoes. I never stopped on the trir. 
for nothin, l>ein always more anxious 
to get through than to rest, but this 
partio'lar niornin I'm tellin of I'd 
started out ftfelin languid and dis- 
pirited, and by tho time I'd struck 
tho summit I felt sort of doad beat 
out My feet was cold and cramped 
from too tight bucklin of tho shoes, 
and altogether I mado up my mind 
to sit down for a minuto or two and 
got pulled together again boforo I 
started on. 

"There wasn't much wind, and the 
sun was out warm and comfortable, 
and the idea of stretchin out 
on the snow for ten minute

light, and christened tho claim tho 
'Heavonly Snowshoe, ' as bein some- 
what appropriate to tho situation. 

"You can imagine, ma'am, ] 
wasn't in no state of mind after this 
to keep on with the mail to Brown 
Boar and Roundout. I just wanted

So I olimbed 
up tho hill again for the other shoo, 
pounded off some good specimens to 
show what I'd found and was back 
again at Gorman's a little after

"When I went down to the hotel 
after I'd cooked my supper and 
cleaned up at the adobe, I oould hear 
Pirot singin and Kittio playin acc 
panimonts, as usual, but instead of 
rilin me, as it had all along, I just 
laughed to myself when I thought of 
the 'Heavenly Snowshoe' and of 
how quick this would all bo knocked 
in tho hoad when Kittie and old man 
Gorman learned of my good luck, 
wont into the saloon first where I 
could generally count on flndin tho 
old man of an evenin, but they said 
ho was in the jwrlor with Pirot and 
Kittie takin in the music 

"When I wont in after knockin, 
thoy all looked surprised and didn't 
seem very hearty, but I know what 
had eoiiio to jne and what was com- 
in to Pirot and didn't mind, but 
started in right away and told 'em 
what I'd found, and Opened up tho 
flour sack I'd brought my specimens 
down in, and laid .'era all out on the 
table under the light of tho hangin 
lamp, where they showed upricher'n 
any specimens ever I see.

EtUltlng the Power of Ocean Wutoh. 

How to successfully utilizo the 
power of ocean waves is a problom 
which has attracted attention for a 
great many years, and not a few of 
tho latter day appliances aro but 
slightly modified imitations of what 
had boon proposed and usod gener- 
ations ago. During a voyage from 
Stockholm to New York, more than 
40 years ago, a ship's master fixed a 
spar aloft one ond of which was 10 
or 12 feet above the top of the ves- 
sel's pumps, and tho other projected 
over tho stern. To each 5nd was fixed 
a pulley. He then fastened a rope to 
tho pump rods, and after passing it 
through both pulleys along tho spar 
dropped it into the sea astern. To 
tho rope ho fastened a 110 gallon cask 
containing about 00 gallons of water. 
This cask answered as a balance 
weight and every motion of tho 
ship from the roll of tho sea mado 
tho machinery work. When the stern 
descended or when a sea raised tho 
cask, tho pump rods descended, and 
tho contrary motion of tho ship rais- 
ed the rods, and, with them, tho 
water to bo pumped. Tho arrange- 
ment, which, nccording to the avail- 
able accounts, worked quite satisfac- 
torily, is remarkably similar tomore 
than one of tho wave motors which 
havo been put into service during 
tho past half dozen years. — Cassier's 
Magazine.

WEBSTErVS POTATO TALK, 
ni. Offhand future to a 1'artj of 1 

One can always Spend an interest- 
ing hour with that fine old gentle- 
man, E. D. Grafton, the well known 
water colorist Sitting at his easel he 
indulged the following personal rec- 
ollection of Daniel Webster ond his 
"potato talk:" 

It was in tho year 1849, the year 
of tho gold fever, that I was on 
train returning to Philadelphia from 
Harrisburg, and Daniel Webster was 
in tho same car. Every ono on board 
not only felt the influence of Web 
Bter's overpowering personality, but 
the majesty of his thoughtful look 
and speech as well as that grandeur 
of simplicity in the familiar ease 
shown toward some pMain but intel- 
ligent farmers whom ho was enter- 
taining, while they attentively lis- 
tened to his agreeable talk upon the 
subject of the simple and unom" ' 
tious potato. Others upon tho train 
hearing of Mr. Wesbter's presence on 
board, before his talk was over ho 
had nn audionoo of nearly a car full 
of people Said one of the farmers 
from Lancaster: "Have you noticed 
how tho Mesha nocks and tho Moroers 
are losing their foothold and becom- 
ing shockingly bad and tasteless? 
Thoy aro not dry and mealy, as thoy 
few seasons ago. I believe 
they aro running out " Thon some 
ono remarked that it was almost 
time for now varieties to appear. 

Mr. Webster at this point took a 
modest hand in tho talk. Apologetic- 
ally excusing himself, he told his 
listeners how ho had worked upon 
his fothor's farm in his youth, and 
also upon his own at Franklin, N. 
H., and ho had had some experience 
with tho potato; knew something 
about it, although perhaps not 
enough to hurt but ho considered 
himself the better from having had 
some agricultural experience. Hav- 
ing gained their attention, ho now 
launched into u pleasant littlo potato 
history and held their interest in 
tho subject until the end. Mr. Web- 
ster went l>aek to tho remote times 
of tho closb of tho fifteenth century, 
when tho potato was a scrub plant 
and tho crew of the Pinta, with Co- 
lumbus, hod landed upon the west- 
era continent and found comfort in 
it as nn article of food; how it was 
afterward carried to Europe by the 
Spaniards and cultivated, with the 
tomato, merely as a garden curios- 
ity; how Sir Francis Drako, Haw- 
kins and Raleigh in 1023 transplant- 
ed it in Ireland and England, all tho 
timo undervaluing its merit "nd 
how long a while it took to awaken 
within tho public mind a knowlodgo 
of its worth ; how finally a confes- 
sion was extorted from European 
high authority that tho potato and 
Indian corn were the two greatest 
blessings Amorica ever gave to the 
world; how, notwithstanding all 
this, they were still used' as food for 
cattle and horses, though in a pinch 
it was thought thoy might help 
bridge over a starving people who 
had met with failure in the crop of 
cereals. • 

Mr. Webster related that even in 
Washington's day tho Father of His 
Country had proclaimed loudly 
against tho vile "and vulgar horse 
food," us he called it, known thon 
and now ns cornmoal, and which was 
not considered good enough for the 
soldier. Mr. Wesbter spoko of the 
German and French people, who 
wouldn't eat either of those articles 
of food ; that when Antoino Parmen- 
tier, a philanthropist had helped on 
and improved their cultivation and 
urged their daily use, Johnny Cra- 
paud wouldn't listen to him. Finally 
tho government felt tho need of aid- 
ing this business, and tho gondarmos 
were, placed around tho potato field, 
plentifully planted with thorn, as if 
to guard a highly precious commod- 
ity, and Louis XV ordered tho potato 
blossom to be worn by tho court la 
dies. This dono, the tido turned in 
favor of the poor, persecuted potato, 
and under the loftier nimie of pommo 
de terre it came out of the fire of op- 
position cooked, as it is now said to 
be by the French cuisine, in some 
300 different ways. By this compul- 
sory recognition it now holds an 
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mally, but respectfully, however,

Since my list report we have had 
another month of good growing 
weather, and the prospect Is a Matter- 
ing one indeed for the farmers of the 
State. Iu most of the counties good 
nins have fallen, while from those 
counties where drouth has prevailed 
since July last, good showers are re- 
ported, correspondents saying 
enough, but very helpful to grow 
corn and tobacco. Where slock water 
was scarce the ponds and creeks have 
been partially supplied. All corros 
pondents agree that the early corn i« 
now past the danger line, ia curing up 
niceiy, and will be the heaviest known 
in years. 

The Government report for August 
places the average condition of corn 
in this State at 118, which average ex- 
ceeds that of any State named ex- 
cept Missouri, 115, and Texas, 113. 

Correspondents report the outlook 
for tobacco iu somo sections as im- 
proving, while in Trigg, Christian 
aud some other western counties, com- 
plaint of warm weather is made. 
Prom Trigg the correspondent says: 
'The worm is gettiug iu its work in 
ivcly style, and will damage the crop 
in spite of all that can be done." 
From Christian : "Tobacco crop fine, 
but the worms are destroying it." 
From the county of Madison : "Pas- 
res look green as they did last 
spring; corn the best iu years; tobac- 
co very spotted; worms very bad." 

In the larger tobacco growing coiin- 
ties the ravages of the worm have re- 
duced the average several points since 
my last report. Pastures are good 
vegetables abundant, melons plenti- 
ful, and apples in greater abundance 
ban ever known before in this State.
